ISAC SOIL COMPACTION PROJECTS: Iowa State Association of Counties and the Supervisors Affiliate Executive Committee have approved a 
project to determine a procedure for determining soil wetness during construction of underground utilities to minimize excessive soil compaction on 
farm soils.  The total project cost is $51,098 and they are requesting that each county voluntary contribute $600. Moved by Twombly and seconded by 
Walker to approve contributing $600 to the ISAC Soil Compaction Project.  Approved. 
 
TREASURER – DOT 28E AGREEMENT: Treasurer Brenda Wallace stated that we usually sign a new 28E Agreement with the Department of 
Transportation every five years or when big changes are made.  Wallace stated that the only changes with this updated agreement were due to CDL 
changes and County Attorney Larson has reviewed the agreement.  Moved by Shelley and seconded by Hoadley for the Chair to sign the updated

and Nathan Jensen entered at 9:07 a.m. 
 
WEED COMMISSIONER – ANNUAL REPORT: Weed Commissioner Nathan Jensen presented the 2022 Weed Commissioner Report. Moved by 
Shelley and seconded by Walker to approve and for the Chair to sign the 2022 Weed Commissioner Annual Report.  Approved.
